Columbus, Jan. 25.—Declaring that 


"it is highly important that attention be 
given to the conditions growing- out of 
the unemployment of 
labor in this 


state," Governor Cox today called a 
meeting for next Tuesday afternoon in 
Columbus of mayors and county com- 
missioners to discuss and if possible 
formulate plans to solve the labor situ- 
ation. 
This meeting will deal chiefly 


with the employment of labor on public 
works. 


In addition to mayors 
and county 


commissioners summoned to the meet- j 
ing, these federal and state 
officials 


have been asked to attend and partici- 
pate in the conference: Fred Croxton, 
federal director of employment in Ohio; 
T. J. Duffy of the state industrial com- 
mission; State Highway Commissioner 
Clinton Cowen and Chairman C. Mar- 
shall of the state public utilities com- 
mission. 


The governor stated that this pro- 
posed meeting will be followed soon by 
another 
between 
representatives of 
labor and management. 


In discussing the labor situation the 
governor said: 


"The best thought of our people must 
be applied to the task of making such 
provision as is possible in these prelim- 
inary days of the transitional period. 


"Quite natural industrial conditions 
cannot become normal until both fac- 
tories and human energy have been re- 
turned to the production of peace es- 
sentials. Pending 
that 
time, the in- 
strumentalities of government must be 
turned to the matter of carrying for- 
ward necessary public work -with the 
least possible delay.

GERMANS FIGHT WAY 
THROUGH BOLSHEVISTS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Coblenz, 
Friday, Jan. 24.—After 
being three weeks on a. train fighting 
their way through bands of Bolshevik! 
in Russia, several German 
soldiers 
arrived 
here 
yesterday 
from 
the 
Ukraine. 


Four hundred 
Germans of the Ba- 
varian heavy calvary left Kharkov on 
December 26, after manning a special 
train armed with 
one-poundeds. ma- 
chine gun and rifles. 
A non-commis- 


sioned 
officer of the 
German First 
corps, with headquarters at Kharkov, 
who arrived here, estimates that eighty 
thousand German soldiers remain in 
the Ukraine. 


Between Kharkov and Kiev the Ger- 


man train had 
freo.uent 
encounters 
with bands of 
Bolsheviki. numbering 


from two hundred to two thousand. In 
one of these encounters the Germans 
suffered sixty casualties. 


The officer said the train was fre- 


quently stopped by Bolshevik! and it 
was necessary for the Germans to fight 
their way day after day. Some times 
they bribed 
the 
Bolsheviki to allow 
them to pass, but in most cases they 
fought their way through, using ma- 
chine guns 
from the train 
windows. 
The itinerary of the Germans include 
Poltava and 
Krementchug. the train 


making several detours because of de- 
stroyed bridges. 


The Bolsheviki had officers hut they 
maintained little order and the Boi- 
shcviki fought as disorganized units. A 
large proportion of them appeared to 
be former Russian 
prisoners. Many 


wore Russian uniforms while som? had 
uniforms stolen from German soldiers. 
The non-commissioned officer declared 
that food was plentiful in the Ukraine 
but expensive. In his opinion the en- 
tire Ukraine 
will 
be oven-mi by the 


Bolsheviki within a month or two.

The Interstate 
Commerce Commis- 


sion has raised the question of Govern- 
ment control of the railways in a very 
acute form by reducing some of the 
rates fixed by Director 
General Mc- 


Adoo. It has no means of reducing' the 
wages fixed by the former Director 
General, and we have one branch of 
the Government reducing charges while 
another branch 
of 
the 
Government 


advances wages. 


The last state of the 
railroads is 


worse than the first. 
The Interstate 


Commerce Commission has been hold- 
ing down the income of the companies, 
while the Department of 
Labor 
and 


the Conciliation Board and 
Congress 


were pretty generally on the side of 
the organized railway employees; 
but 


no branch of 
the 
Government 
was 


positively and directly raising wages. 
Whatever may be the advantages or 
the disadvantages of Government con- 
trol, no one will defend 
Government 


control through two branches, one re- 
ducing the earnings and the other in- 
creasing the 
expenses 
of 
the 
com- 


panies. 


But apart from this change in rates 


ordered by the Commission, it takes 
the ground of the President's address 
to Congress that the war is ended. If 
the treaty of peace has not been made, 
the war is in fact ended for all legal 
and commercial purposes. 
After con- 


trolling the railroads 
for 13 
months 


and raising wages and ordering thous- 
ands of cars and consolidating offices, 
the Government summarily step out 
from under and let their owners with 
all the restrictions imposed for war 
reasons and all their new liabilities. 


But it is evident that the Interstate 


Commerce Commission sees no.rea->n 
why Government control 
should lust 


another 21 months, and much less five 
years., and with the Commission and 
the Directorship General in sharp con- 
flict it is the duty of Congress to take 
prompt action looking either toward the 
return of the lines to their owners at 
the earliest practicable moment, or to- 
ward the unification of the branches of 
the Government charged with exercis- 
ing public control.

a certified copy of the resolution, v.ith- 
out a letter of transmittal. would be 
considered as official notification by 
the secretary of state in Washington.

FRENCH PREMiER 


IASSOCIATED PRCSS TELEGRAM! 
Paris, Jan. 25.—The council of the

also attack man, who almost Invaria- 
bly succumbs. 


At the beginning of the war the 


spread of glanders, especially among 
the quadrupeds of the Third Italian 
army, suggested to Colonel Command- 
ing Dr. E. Bertetti, director of the 
veterinary service of the army, the 
idea of utilizing the victims of glan- 
ders in making experiments lo regard 
to its curability. 


Obtaining permission of the war 


ministry and the supreme command 
of the army, the experiments were be- 
gun at Caorle in a sanitarium rigorous- 
ly quarantined and equipped with all 
the latest scientific and surgical ap- 
pliances. 


Dr. Guido Finzl, head of the Insti- 


sute of Pathology and Medical Clinics 
of the Superior Veterinary School of 
Turin, assisted Doctor Bertetti. After 
two years they announced that glan- 
ders was curable, not only In its chron- 
ic stages but also in its process of evo- 
lution. 


The importance of the discovery and 


the evidence of the results obtained 
led the two experimenters to ask for 
a commission to make practical tests 
of their discoveries. The results fully 
confirmed the facts announced by Doc- 
tors Bertetti and Finzl.

New York.—(Special.)—The 
first

the American Committee for Armenian 
and Syrian Relief soiled from New 
York this week for port* in Asia 
tyinor. This vessel fe M» Morcurius, 
which has been given to th* committe 
by the navy department with the ap- 
proval of the food administration. 
The president and Herbert Hoover, 
director general of the interallied 
food administration, are hi hearty 
sympathy with the aims of the com- 
mittee and are aiding in every way, 
as indicated by their recent cable- 
grants to the officials of the organ- 
ization. 


Sailing of the Mecwius precedes 


by only a few days the opening of 
the Armenian and Syrian Relief Com- 
mittee 
Campaign 
in 
th« 
United 


States for 136,000,000, with which to 
carry on further relief work. 
The 


campaign will be held the week of 
Jan. 27. Ohio's «uota IB »1,S4«,0«0. 


Carrying an assorted cargo of ma- 


terials and equipment for relief pur- 
poses, the Mereurius will reach Con- 
stantinople in aboat 30 days, and be- 
gin the work of distributing food, 
clothing and medical supplies among 
the starving and plague-infested peo- 
ples of Armenia, Syria and Persia, 
and among the Greeks of Asia Minor. 


Another steamer, similarly equip- 


ped, but carrying even more food- 
stuffs and other goods, will sail from 
this port about the middle of the 
month. This ship, too, has been pre- 
sented to the American Committee 
for Relief in the Near East by tfi« 
government 
Only last week the 


steamer West Cape, laden, with a mil- 
lion and a half dollars' worth of flour, 
sailed for Constantinople and Beirut, 
Syria. The 7,55.5 tons of flour are the 
property of the committee, having 
been purchased with tho consent of' 
the food administration for distribu- 
tion throughout Asia. Minor by way 
of the ports mentioned above. Tho 
committee has directors in this hun- 
ger-ridden area who are superYisinff 
the feeding and healing of millions 
of Armenians, Syrians, Greeks and 
Persians. The West Cape is not the 
property of the committee. It is tfce 
Mercurius which is the first of the 
completely equipped relief ships own- 
ed by tho committee to be seat «o 
Us mission of mercy. 


On board toe Meronrius are 24 


small motor cars, 20 motorcycles, 15 
ambulances, SO motor trucks, 2,000,- 
000 yards of cloth, 1«0,000 blankets, 
50.000 pairs of shoes, 1,000 cases of 
refugee clothing, 200 tons of food- 
stuffs, chiefly groceries; seven 10*- 
bed hospital units and 10,090 cans of 
condensed milk. 


A special license was required from 


the food administration for the ex- 
port of this great quantity of pre- 
pared milk. Were it not for the fact 
that this commodity is intended for 
hungry babies and children fe the 
Near Bast, the go vein HI en t would not 
permit it to be soot out of tfee coun- 
try in bulk. The committee got in 
touch with the food administration 
m Washington and obtained permis- 
sion to take out the miltc.

The- relief was so great 
that one of the highest civic officials 
in all Tibet begged him to stay, or if 
he could not do so to return, build a 
hospital and official Tibet -would help 
him.

OLD BOXER DIES ON FIELD 


Dick Surge, Once Well Known in This 


Country Met His Death Fight- 


ing in France. 


Late Private Richard Burge of the 


First Surrey rifles never was a quit- 
ter, nnd, despite the fact that he -was 
at the half century mark, he enlisted 
and died the death of a soldier. He 
•was once the lightweight champion of 
England, and was 
born December 


19, ISGo. 


Dick Burge was a name well known 


to the light fans oa both sides of the 
Atlantic 20 years or so ago, chiefly 
because of his remarkable battle with 
Kiel Lavigne for the lightweight cham- 
pionship of the worl'i. Dick was sev- 
eral inches taller than the Saginaw 
Kid, 
and he had a considerable ad- 


vantage in weight, but, much to his 
surprise and that of the English fans, 
he was knocked out ia the seventeenth 
round.

Ruler* With Business Instincts. 


At the outset of his imperial career 


the grandfather of the former German 
kaiser, Frederick William, owed his 
accumulation of money to his com- 
mercial dealings. One of his commer- 
cial undertakings was to start milk- 
rounds, which did exceedingly well, in 
spite of being carried on sub rosa, for 
the German courtiers found that the 


, imperial favor was dependent upon 
I their patronizing the imperial dairy. 


In this way the old emperor created 
a huge milk monopoly In various cities, 
and reaped a correspondingly large 
profit. 
Kaiser Wilhelm himself had 


keen commercial instincts, and had a 
finger in most of the big German un- 
dertakings. In Germany it was cur- 
rently reported that Ballln was mere- 
ly the figure-head of the IN'orth Ger- 
man Lloyd line of steamships, and 
that the kaiser was the real man at 
the helm, and the same thing was said 
of many other money-making con- 
cerns.
